I HO this be the firft Appearance 
the following fmaH Hifto- 
ry has made in the World, 
yet it received net only 
the firft Draught, but its 
perfeft Lineaments feve- 
ral Years ago; when the Author was either 
fa modeft as to be diffident of his own 
Performance ; or that he really then want- 
ed tvo or three very material Papers, now 
come to baai, and whi.d\ <Bs >sa^« "«^. 
1 ^ 
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find fubjoined to the Appendix. And yet 
without any Stretch it may be faid, th^t 
the .'Papers wheriewith the Author himfeliF 
has faxbuird the Publick, are fiifficient by 
themifilyes to denominate the follp>^ing.4 
Narrative, an inipartial a Ad well vouched 
Account of the Life and Death of that emi- 
nent Prelate. For here the Author need? 
not befpeak the Faith afforded to Hiftpri- 
ans; fince what is advanced by him, with 
refpedt to the Primate's Extradion, his E- 
duoation, Genius in his younger Yeirs, &c. 
he had from the Mouths of Relations, and 
fuch others is knew him and his Family 
beft, which is all can be C3q)e(9:ed in fuch 
a Cafe : And what is here fet down in Re- 
ference to. the more adtive Partof his Life, 
efpeciaDy from the Year i6f^ to his Dc- 
ceafe, is fufficiently vouched from original 
Papers, publick Records, &c. chiefly with 
refpedto that Step of his Life wherein he 
is fo much blamed and traduced by the Fa- 
natieks of Scotland to this Day (and which 
indeed at length coft him his Life.) The 
inipartial Reader,by comparing F. 3 7 with ?• 
4z, 5*3, 5'5'.of this Narrative, and the Papers 
thereto relating in the jippendiXj. willfoon 
perceive how cuiumnious and unjuft theft 
Men are to his Memory ; fince thereby ,'and 
c/pccklly by the Letter from^enaral Monk^ 
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mb* L. \v'hich our Author hath alfo fa- 
tiried jQS within his J ppendixy^ 'tis more 
m eviikiK how;:&ithful]y and carefully 
ti Sharp, dcmeatuddlusnfelfinitfae Execu-* 
in of his CbnuDttffion?wherewith he was 
trvfted; and howf sifter an impartial and 
ir :Kefx»t/of his Diligence, hp threw up 
s. iaid Commiflion, and never had ano^ 
er from that Party, nor was fo much as 
tertaining any Thought of returning to 
3urt, till called by his Majefty in Sum- 
er.ii66o; at which Time he had indeed a 
itable Opportunity of being fatisfied and 
Bvinced not only of the Expediency, but 
eceffity of re-ellabliljiing the antient an4 
pofiolical Government in this Church, by 
frequent Conyerfatipn with fome of thole 
ninejQt Divines who had returned with 
s Majefty, But in this Journey to Court^ 
is not fo much as alledged by his Ad ver- 
ries, that he had any Truft or Commiflir 
1 from the Presbyterian Minifters here, 
r lefi in his fucceeding Journey thither, 
wards the End of that Year. 
There was indeed, in the year 1680, a 
aper fent up to London by the Scottijb Fa- 
iticks, and printed by their Brethren there, 
titled, A true Relation of what is difco* 
rred concerning the Murder of the Arch- 

fbop of St. Andrews^ and of iploat <M?v^atx 
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to have been the Occafion thereof. The Dcfl 
fign of which Pamphlet is plainly to black'^ 
CD the Reputation of him^whofe Perlba ths9\ 
had already murdered, and as far as poh 
fible to paUiate and excufe that execrabbj 
Fad. But altho' it hath been long fina 
diicovered, that there are almoft as many 
FaUhoods as Paragraphs in that foolifli and 
malicious Paper, yet here our Author hadi 
favoured us in his Appendix with the Cow 
of a clear Difcovery of the wicked FaUhoods 
therein contained ; and which clear DiiQ> 
very being printed by Order of his Maje^ 
fty's Privy Council, is well worth the Pe-- 
rufal of any Man, who, without Prepoflef-f 
/ion, defigns to be informed of the Truth 
of that Fad". Another Narrative whereof 
alfo publiihed by Authority, our Author 
has fubjoined in his Appendix j which esca&-f 
ly agrees with that which himfelf gives, | 
from the Depofitions of WitnefTes, in the| 
Clofe of this TracfJ:. 

This then being the Method, carefully ob^ 
ferved by our Author, in the following 
Sheets, and which is fo commendable in it 
felf, approved of generally in the World, 
and extremely applauded by Mr. Wodrowj 
in the Preface to his firft Volumeof Tab^ Hi-^ 
flory of the Stifferings of the Church of Scot- 

27/74 and which himfelf pretends fo relisi- 
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c^ofly and accurately to hatre obferved ; 'tis 
jmore than a little il<*angey that in all the 
SPailages of that Book relating tothb Atth^- 
l)i(hop^ he hath vifibly and fhamefefly^ahf- 
grefled his own Rule ; as will appear to py 
^an who will take but the Pains to looking 
to them: For thcire he (hall find the mod 
impudent railing Accufatioris , heatieft 
Imputations^ and mofl; wicked Afperiions 
that perhaps were ever yet feen in Print ; 
ahd^all this without fo much as once ofier- 
ing a( Vduchef for mod part of the Fa(3!s he 
advances ; and the few Vouchers he gives, 
which regard the moft important Part of 
that great Prelate s Life, vi^. the laft Scene 
I ^ereof^ are foolifli and incoherent Narra- 
i fives of the Murder, written by the vile 
; and execrable A&ors themfelves, whofe 
Intereft certainly it was, as far as they were 
able, to defame the Primate, efpecially in 
the Circumfiances of his Behaviour at his 
Deaths and thereby in fome meafure ex- 
cufe their own Villany. Whereas, had Mr. 
WodfotP had that Ingenuity be fo much pre- 
tends to, he had ready at Hand the E>epoJ(i- 
tions of the Witnefles taken not only before 
the Privy-G5ounCil, but at Corvpar^ St; Art* 
drews^ &c^ not only of the Primate's Daugh- 
ter and Servants, who were near S^jedtsr 
tors of that bloody Tragpd^ ^ \>\«. ci\ ^^ 
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TeriantJs, Ser^^anits, Cottdrsj c^^. of M» 
gask, Strickihnesj BaUinhjfy aad other !%■ 
ces, who may well be (bppofed tobemocll 
lefs intertfted than cither the Arch-b" 
ihop's Servants; or^ the wicked A6t 
themfelves. And^tWs fore cannot but _ 
fait more inexcufable in Mr. Wodrow ihaii 
any other Man, he being the Perfon Who 
pretends to haVe diligently fearcfaed fte She^ 
rilFCourt-Books dilife^ for Fines, d»«r. and 
certainly in this Refeorch he could not 
have mifled the Depofition of John Mffatt 
Tenant in Magajk^ touching the Murder, 
as alfo that of Rabert Black, Tenant in' 
Baldinny, William Dinffofdll'ta Catdhamtf 
Father to one of the Murderers, and inany, 
others which ftand upon Red)rd in ihtft

Books. 

But for making it appear, that this is 
to fdHe Accu(atio% I ffadl once for all Tec 
down Patt of a Paragraph in Mr. Wodrow s 
Preface to his fir It Votanne, Pag. lo. 
Where thefe are his Word's, " I have cliar- 
'^ gcd the Prelates with being the firft Mo- 
^' vers of moft part of the Ferfecutions of 
" thefe Times : This is a Matter of FatS 
*' fufly knotim in Scotland^ (ltd we mujl 
*^ take his (wn^are Word far it ; ) and I 
^' could not have written impartially^ ha<| 
^"^ I not hid moft Part of the Evils of this 
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** Period at their Door." It may be alledged, 
that this being (pokeri at Random in a Pre- 
face, the Author is fiot fo much bound to 
give Vouchers for what he there fays, as iiit 
the Body of the Book. But then it would 
be cotifidered, that when he comes to Par- 
ticulars in tfie Book itfelf, and there loadsr 
the Biftopswith the Blame of all what he 
Calls barbarous and cruel in. that Period^ 
he does not fo much as offer one Proof nqi^ 
Voucher for any Matter of Fadl he advan^ 
ces, tho' certainly Matters of FadJ: of that 
Kind ought to have been better vouchee^ 
than any others*

which our Author has here inferted in his 
Appendix, all ot them written whilft Mn 
Sharp had a Commiffion from them : And 
let tiie Impartial Reader thence judge whe- 
ther Mr. Sharp did diftindly and honeftly 
inform them of all that had paft at Court, 
touching the Subjedt of his ComrhiHion f. 
and as fairly forwarn them of what he faw. 
was inevitably coming, and whether he 
oegleded onejptof hislnftruiftions. Thefe 
oine. Letters here inierted, I can afTure the 
Keader, are all taken from Copies of them 
written with his own Hand, which he 
Jcept, as he did Copies of every Thing of 
Importance that he difpatched : But whe- 
ther . or not Mv.WoJrows Copies be ge;- 
auine, is pore than I can tell, not having 
ieifure to com^pare them j ; only, upon a 
.very curfory View, I find, that Mr. Wo-^ 
drow in the. ^Abbreviate he gives us of 
Mr, Sharp* s Letter to Mr. Robert Dougla^ 
dated the X9th oi.May 1660, hath, if not 
wilfully perverted, yet grofly miftaken the 
Meaning of the Writer, as may be evident 
to any Man who will take the Pains to 
compare the Letter it felf, fetdown by our 
Author in his Appendix, with the (aid Ab- 
breviate in Mr. WoJrorvs IntrodudJrion, 
Tag. x6. Further in Mr. Sharps Letter to 
Mr. I)^^/^/^/r> dated the x. oijune that

of the UJage we have had from the Re^ 
monftrators ; nay, leaves out the mbft ma- 
terial and remarkable Paflages in the Clofe, 
Befide thefe, he has not thought fit to in- 
fert Mr. Sharp's Letter immediately next 
to that of the 14th of June^ but without 
Date ; becaufe therein Gilefpie^ the pro^ 
fefled Enemy to the Royal Family, is ex-* 
pofedj As alfo that Lettet immediately 
following another of the 7th of Jufy^ with- 
out Date al(o, which expofes to Purpofe. 
the Remonflrators, and gives a Teftimony 
beyond all Exception of Mr. Sharp's Inte- 
grity. A further Evidence whereof we 
have in his Letter of the 14th ofjufyy 
which: is alfo moft unfairly fupprefted 
. by Mr. Wodrow ; together with a long and 
.remarkable .Paflage of another Letx^v^^ 

his> dated iiua ^6. ;q£ 5«b v^^^^^"^"^^ 
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.(the Remonftrators. What -other . falfe Ab^ 
-breviates, Interpolations, &c. Mr. Wh^ 
Jrow has yfed in this Matter, I had no 
Leifure to ^anodne; But «;k; Mn£ue leor 

But before we fpeak of the Primate s 
Murder, I fhall briefly notice another Paf- 
iage in Mr, Wodrows firft Volume, V^g. 
xoi, where he gives an Abbreviate of his 
Life and Death, wrote, as he fays, by a 
Sufferer, a worthy Gentleman. This Nar- , 
rative I have not ieen, unleis it be that 
which is now in Print, and publifhed in the 
Vcari7i9by an anonymous Author. If 
this be Mr. Wod^ows worthy Gentleman, 
(as probably he is) it rauft be towned that . 
he himfelf is a very vt^orthy Gentleman, " 
. who gives fo large a Charadker of a Perfon, 
jn whofe Work there is nothing to be found 
but a Mixture of beaftly Ignorance, with I 
dpep Malice and deliberate Revenge ; and ! 
who, befide that he does not fo much as I 
otfer any Voucher at all for what he fays, 
- (tho' he advances Fads never before heard , 
of) impudently laverrs Things that srel 
plainly redargued by publick Record^ and 
4Dther authentick Documents. Witnefs his . 
faying, Fag jr. That the Archbifhop^s 
Brother was made Lord Juftice Clerk ; and 

/"^fg^Si* iiiSi leaking the:^ceat ^Mr. B^ohitt 
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B/^/f to die curling, which, in Charity to 
the bead we m&ft look upon as a Falihood ; 
tns malciog o^e of the three dilates of the 
Stms Parliament to confifl: of Lords Spi-^ 
ritual aifd Temporal, Paf^e ij8. Bat, 
whkh is (im more diverting, although the 
Trcatife tie but very fmall, yet an inge- 
:nuous Gentleman of my Acquaintance has 
taken ¥be Pains to colled upwards of 30 
places^ wherein the Author plainly contra- 
dii^s himfelf. This Book being an Account 
of the Life and Death of Mr. james Sharpy, 
IS fieverthelefs dedicated to himfelf; and 
th^ 'Author fnirly idls him. That ma- 
mjf ofhisABionsmtfyyet live to bis per^ 
fetual Infamy^ except the blavk Lines of his 
Life be blotted out by Tears of unfeigned 
Repent ance^ Butl:his is faid Forty Years 
♦fter his Death. 

Mr. Wodroiv ipi^oceeds, and tells us, That 
Mr. Sharp took the Tender i thati which 
nothing was ever more falfe or calumni- 
ous, nor had ever Mr. Sharps or any other 
Miniftcr, the leaft Temptation to that 
Wickedncls. He tells us next, That Crom- 
^ellpublickly declared Mr. Sharp to be an 
-Atbeift. A noble Voucher, had it been 
"irue! And, \vithout Hyberbole it may be 
iaid. That it was fcarce poffible for Mr.

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to have imprefled a better Chara(9:er on 
the Minds of all honeft Men, of Mr. Sharps 
than by telling CrotnweWs Opinion, that 
Jie was an Atheift ; which was juft as much 
as to fay, he was a Royalift ; for. thus were 
the Kings Friends in thofe Days, clothed in 
wild Beads Skins, in order to be worried 
to Death. And that Dod-or Sharp was an 
Atheift in this Senfe, appears pretty well, 
from this known Paflage. In November 
1659, when General Monk had arrived at 
Caldjireawy and ftiUy underftood the Ene- 
mies Pofture, he prcfently difpatched an 
Exprefs to Craily where Mr. Sharp then 
was attending his Charge, in treating that 
with all Speed he would repair to him, be- 
caufe he had fomething of the greateft Con- 
fequence to impart. Hereupon Mr. Sharp 
takes Journey in very tempeftuous Wea- 
ther ; and immediately upon his Arrival at 
Caldftreatn^ the General, in a fecret Con- 
ference, frankly fignified to him his earneft 
Dcfire to reftore the King, which he faid 
he well knew Mr. Sharp was paflionately 
inclined for ; But that he was lb embaraf- 
fed how to bring that great Work about j 
That he knew not what Step fjrft to take ; 
. and thereFore had called him, to know 
what he thought fit to advife in the Matter; 
That jnany of his Arjuy,; beginning to fuf- 
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3d: his Intentions, had already d^ferted: " 
nd, lajily^ That Lambert^ on the Head of 
le Englijh Republican army, which was 
Duble his Numbers^ had fallen down as 
T as Jj^ewcaflle. Mr. Sharp coldly told 
im^ That he was extremely fatigued with 
is Journey,- and therefore, in the firft 
iacej de/ired a little Reft : And then af- 
?r two Hours Sleep, he fat down and peti- 
ed a Declaration in Monk's Name, ihew- 
ig the Caufes of his prefent Pofture, and 
efigned March into England ; which,: 
athout mentioning the King^ was fo ex- 
ftly accommodated to the Tempers of all 
le then contending Parties ; that it having, 
een read next Morning, on the Head of 
Monk's Army, it foon confirmed them in 
iieir Duty to their General, and being 
uickly difperfed oVcr all the Country, it 
rrived at length at Lambert's Head Quar- 
ers : The Effedl wherfcof was. That at leaft 
ine half of his Men deferted over to Monk^. 
vb<) thereupon was encouraged to proceed 
n his Defign, and to march ftraight to-* 
vards London : And what followed there- 
upon, is too well known to be here fet 
lown, I am credibly informed, that a Co- 
)y of this Declaration will within a little 
lime be published in a greater Work ; and 
iherefbre thought it not proper to infcrt. it 
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here. But this I know, that the above!- 
mentioned notable Pailage was often and 
openly owned by Monk to his Majefty and 
many others, after the Reftoration ,• and I 
have the Truth of it attefted by many Pe^ 
fons of Honour and Rcfpe(3: f fome of them 
in Letters under their Hands} who bed 
knew Mr. 5W/s Affairs: To whiclithey 
add. That this was the true Caufe of this 
great Man's after Promotion. And if fo 
vigorous and efTedual ad Effort to refloiie 
the Royal Family, cart denominate Mr. 
Sharp an Atheift, or a Betrayer of the 
Church, we may fafely ^onclude^ that, were 
he alive, he would not be aihamed of thtf 
Charge. 

As to that foolifh and malicious Fable^' 
which Mr. Wodrow neacf takes Notice ofj 
from his worthy Friend!^ Narrative, toucfc 
ing one Ifabd Lindfay^ who, he fays, ac- 
cufed the Biihap publickly, riot only of Un** 
cleaonefe with her felf, but murdering the 
Child : There are Per fons even at this Di- 
llance of Time, yet alive at St. Andrewt 
and elfewhere, who can atteft that there 
wa^ never any fuch Thing objec9:ed to hitfl 
by that Won^an, not one Word fpoken by 
her (tho* if it had, yet could it have no 
Impreffion upon any fober Perfon) touching 
the Murder of a Child, &c. But for this,! 

need 
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nee^ no more but to refer the Reader to 
thp Narrative it felf, as fet down by Mr. 
Wodfoxp^ worthy Gentleman j and then let 
thp World /^judge in what Condition that 
Woman was when- this happened. The 
ISi'ruth is,, file was for many Years lookt 
vpon by alii who knew her, to be a fanci" 
fill and rnejancholy Perfon, and yet when* 
examined touching that Abufe in the 
Chur9h, ilie iHll refufed either to fpeak or 
hear an. ill Word of the Afchbilhop. The 
vhoie of M'hich Paflage I have from ai. 
Gentlemao of Honour there, who has ta^ 
ken the Pains to enquire about it, at fuch 
t^erfons in.that Place as are (liU alive, arid 
yereEye aadEarWitqe^es to what thea 
pafled: And therefore! ihave inferred in th^ 
Appendix, (^uml^ i.). Part of his Letter, 
. touching that; Af&ir. .; . 

% J : But further, with Refpe^ to that fool- 
if yh Caluniny,.! ihall z^lKt.Wodrow and 
' his wortlw FrLend,the(e tvvb plain Quefli-' 
oris. I. whether they can produce any 
youchcrs for this ftrange Piece of Hiftory ? 
if they can,, why does not Mr. Wodrowvcir 
fert tJiem,a,s he pretends Jto 'do for eyery 
Facfi "he .advances, and really has done for 
■ Trifles? If they have none, why does he. 
jnfert the Story for a Truth, fo contrary 
to his own Pirofeflion in his Preface^ imd 
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itiariy other Places of the Work ? a. This 
Piece of Hiftory was either known beforjb 
Mr. 5W/s Promotion, or not: If it was, 
why was it not publickly profecuted (a 
irhmg then very eafy againft a private Mi- 
iiifterj and he brought to Condign Puniflr* 
ipent? The only Anfwer I can forefee td 
tills, is. That Mn Sharp was then eftecm- 
ed one of the Godly ; and, as G O D fees 
no Fault in fuch,' fo it was hoped he would 
do him as much Service another Way, as 
would compenfe that ?eccadillt>^ which 1 
am told was their Way of fpeaking in thofe 
Times* If it was not known before bi$ 
Promotion, how came fuch a dreadful Sto^ 
ry, that had lyen 01ong dorihant, then to 
breiak out ? May we not hcW be temp-» 
ted, without impinging on Cba«*ity, to fay, 
That the whole was a wicked Forgery, de- 
fjgned to expofe (if not to fober and 
thinking Men, yet to filly Ww*ien, whom 
they ufe to lead Captivc},the Reputation 
of this great and good Man. 

Reading over the Preface of Mr. Wodrov/s 
Friend's Book, I find another malicious Ca- 
lumny, which was never yet advanced by 
any other, no not by Mr. Wodtow himfelf. 
viz,. Touching the Arehbiihop's Sifter in 
Law, her being got with Child by him* 
icJj> and fent to the liforth to bring it forthi 
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^c. Bjit that the Wickednefs of that Sata^ 
pical $tory may appear, I have inferted in 
the Appendix^ Numh. x. a Paffage of a 
Letter touching that Affair, which I receiv- 
ed frqiQ a Perfon of known Honour and 
Veracity, who had the beft Opportunity 
of any other to know the whole Affairs of 
tl^at Family. 

Another Thing wherewith the Primate is 
charged by Mr, Wodroxv in the aforecited 
Place,is no left than the horid Crime of Per- 
jury, whereof he accufes him as guilty in the 
Gale of Mr. James Mitch dl ; but without 
fo much as giving the leaft Ground or Rea- 
fon for what he fo impudently and calum- 
nioufly advanceth j which, alone, 'tis hop- 
ed, will appear to any Chriflian a fufficienc 
Anfwer, tho' no more (hould be faid upon 
the Head j fince every Man upon Oath is 
prefumed to have declared the Truth, tilj 
the contrary be made appear, which in the 
prefejQJj.Cafe is not fo much as offered to be 
done. But further, T ihall here acquaint 
the Reader, That in a curfory Preface to 
fo fmall a Treatife ( which gives us only 
the Life of a fingle Man) Idonot judge my 
fclf bounds nor is it pertinept ih this Place, 
to digrefs into a Vindication of the Proce- 
dure of our high Courts of Judicature in 
f JW.r M^ir. 5 tho* I am certainly ia£ottsv^> 
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jhat even that (ame will very Ihohly tb 
performed by an abler Pen. All therefore 
that can be here expeded, is a Vindicar 
tion of the Lord Primat, (fo far as a Ne- 
gative can go) from the horrid Imputatir 
on of Perjury. And as to this, I hope it 
will, to an itflpartrial Reader, appear fuf^ 
ficient to fet down the Words of his Lord- 
ihips Oath, as copied by Mr. Wodrow hira- 
felf : For his Grace being there addtfced 
ilmply as a Witnefs for proving the Aflafr

Tag. 69. &feqq. As to the following Part 
of the Archbifhop s Oath, he there depofeth 
no more than what was plainly fworn by I 
feveral other Privy Counfellors of jcnbwn I 
fifanour andlnttgxityy viz. That he beard]

This 
Part of the Oath the Primate s Adverfaries 
do not ^t all controvert j and tho' it were 
granted (as is indeed fet down in the Nar* 
jrative of an Ad: of Privy-Council yet ex- 
tant) that the Committee or one of their 
Number had promifed Mitchell his Life up- 
on his Confeffion, yet that Promile, if any 
there was, being made in fecret, as is ac- 
knowledged by all Parties, it C9uld not 
confift with the Primate's Knowledge, not 
was he interrogated thereupon, but only 
on what had paft in the Privy-Council. 
Arid as to the latter Part of the Oath, touch- 
ing private Promifes alledged to have been 
made by the Archbifhop himfelf ,• his De- 
pofition is very clear and diftindl j and if j,. 
Mitcheli Of any of his Friends have aflert- 
ed that he had any fiich Promife from his 
Grace, let the World be judge whether 
more Credit ought to be given to a Man 
upon Oath, than to the malicious Aflerti- 
on of a tile Monfter of. Nature^ and com- 
mon Enemy to all humane Soclct^x ^Vv^> 
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(as is evident from his lafl: Speech) went 
to the Grave with a Lye in his Rightr 
hand. 

But, that the Reader may a little fur« 
ther perceive Mr. Wodrow*s great Profici- 
ency in the Art of fpeaking Evil of Digni- 
ties, and reviling his Betters, I (hall here 
give a Hint at the charitable Charadlers he 
gives of fuch Bifliops as were firft replant- 
ed in Scotland ahcr his Majefty's Rellora- 
tion J and fliall leave thefe Characters, to 
be compared with the Account given of 
the fame Men by the late Bifhop ofSarum^ 
cited by our Author, Pag. 57 of this Trea- 
tife ; premifing only this. That 'tis hoped 
no true Presbyterian will doubt of Do&ot 
Burnet s Veracity in the Matter, efpecially 
fince heprotefles, that he had not his Know- 
ledge of them by Hear-fay, but knew the 
Perfons he defer ibes. But far lefs will Mr. 
Wodrow call in Queftion the Truth of whaC 
is there advanced by that great Prelate, 
confidering the noble Charader himfelf 
gives of him, Vol. 1. ?ag. 334, where he 
fays. That he mas a F erf on well known t§ 
the World; and after being Vrofeffor of 
Divintty at Glafgow, perfecuted for his Ap\ 
fearing againji Popery, and for the Caufi h 
of Liberty ; and fince the Revolution thi^ K 
&arwd and moderate Bijbop of Sarum, one 
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rf the great Eye fores of the High-flyers and 
Tarries of England, and a very great Or-^ 
nament to his native Country. 

His Character then of Biffiop Sharp t 
iball Icarce need to rehearfe, the whole firft 
Volume of his Work, and tlie Beginning 
of the fecond^ being ftuffed with wicked 
NorAetice, and virulent lying Invetaives 
agflinft him ; only in Page ipi, fwhertf 
he :titnjrally beftows his Compliments of 
tjiis Kind (ipod them allj He fays, among 
other things, .That Mr. SharpV great Ta- 
lent was Dijffimulation^ and that he got him- 
V felfinto the Jrcbbijhoprickof St. Andrews^ 
I asaRewardfolr hetrayinz the Church^ 
t That ' Mr. FaiffoWH Archbijhop ^/Glafgow, 
y voa^ H Man who "wasnever taken to be ei- 
'" ther ferious or JtHcete ; talks of his Intrigues 
le with a Lddy ia:'1^it^\^^^ Thai 

r* jlfr. Sycjierf, Bijhop of Orkney, was de- 
at pofed in the Tear- 16^9^ for the common 
e. Faults of the Prelates of that Time ; and in 
-1^ patticuTar for erroneous Do&rme, Of Mr. 
he Mitchell Bijhop of Aberdeen heonly faysy 
** That he was depofed by the General Jffem- 
^ hly for Herefy. That Mr. Hamilton Bifhop 
tp' c;^ Galloway, was remarkable for his cun- 
'^S^ nif^ Timeserving Temper. But above all, 
f*<'hisChara<aerof Doaor^rz/^^^rt Bilhop of 

(^ Edinburgh^ (who, befides his \i^ \^«v\vw^, 
4f ^^ 
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was defervediy owned by all Sides to have 
been a true Pattern of Piety, Charity, and 
other Chriftiari Vertues^ gives us a very 
juft Eftiniate of Presbyterian Gratitude. 
This learned and pious Gentleman had been 
Governour to the great Montrofe (the on- 
ly Crime the zealous mad Men of thofe Days 
could charge him with) and had with a* 
ftonilhing Patience endured the very ut- 
moft of Phaiiaticai Cruelty and Revenge^ 
being thrufi . into a nafty Prifon in ^ahh 
hur^y where he continued till the Rats and 
other Vermine had ainioft devoured him^ 
whereof he bore the Marks on his Facie to 
the Grave.. Yet, when after the horrid Rer 
bellion at Ventlandbills^^ a great Companj 
of the moft adive Traitors were commit- 
ted to the fame very Prifon, he, being then 
JBifhop of Edinbwihy fiipplied all of thein 
out of his own Pocket, ' with every.

But by the attefted Copy I have by 
jxie^ it does appear^ that not only the Arch- 
bilhop, but fc vera! others were defigned to 
be murdered, and a Rebellion to be raifed 
Which Paper, becaufe it was never as yet ia 
Print, is alfo let down in the Appendi^^

Further yet, I am credibljr ihformeti 
that the Contrivers of that horrid Aflaflina- 
tion were fo full of it, that dime of thera 
could fcarce keep their own 'Secret ; which 
one of their Teachers, fome while before 
the Murder, thus blabbed out in Rhyme, 
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ijTSharp do die the common Heath ofMen^ 
tU hum my Books^ and throw away my Pen. 

This, among the poor deluded Wretches 
their ordinary Hearers, pafled for the Spi- 
rit of Prophecy : But herein they have, it 
feenis, taken their Copy from one of their 
great Apoftles Mr. Baxter; ^vho in his De- 
fence of the Cure of Church DivifionSj P. 
aQO, fpeakinff to the Bifhops and Clergy, 
fays. It may be your f^reat Patrons may die 
or fall ^ or f or fake you; and then your Hearts 
are broken : It may be Death may enter in* 
to your Families^ and make you think what 
Blood'thirftinefs doth tend to. Now what 
manner of Fall and Death he means, h? 
explains, P. a04, One Felton may end the 
great Duke e?/ Buckingham ; P. xo^, Or^ 
they may meet with fuch Executioners as 
Cardinal Bethune. Nor was Mr. Baxter a 
falfe Prophet, tho' a very bloody one ; as 
the tragical Narrative now before us doth 
fadly witnefs.

LVe in the Town of Aherdeen; where,by hi^ 
iMMitT and Induftry he became a con- 
iKrable Merchant, and lived and died 
n good Efteem. By his Wife MdiiaUn 
^iiUiurioH^ f nearly defcended of the Uivt<L 
^ Pittiir, a baaeivaMe iwoAl'va'isa^''''' 
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o^ J^gus^^ he had a Son named Tf^iSi 
who being educated at the Schools and 
niverftty o( AierJeeft^wzs^for his extrao 
nary natural Parts and Proficiency, ts

Be- 
ing fent to ScHool fooner than is ufual with 
Children of that Age,he our^did all his Fel- 
lows in the very Rudiments of Learning . 
His Maftcrly Genius^ quick Apprehenfion, 
and tenacious Memory, were early Signs , 
and Prognofticks of his Future Greatnels. 
Withal, he was obfcrved to be a diligent 
Reader of the Holy Scripture«,and frequent 
and regular in Meditation and Devotion ; 
and he had great Satisfaction to be in Com- 
pany withClergy-men.- Which made hisFa- 
ther^s Neighbours call him in jeft, The 
jQtmg Minifteri and his Mother, whofe Dar* 
ling he was, was frequently heard to fay^that 
her Son James would be a Bilhop ; And 
f he had the Satisfadion to hear of hi« Pro^- 
motion before her Death. 

Thefe Confiderations mov'd his Father 
to dedicate him to Chrift, and the Servi- 
ces of his Church, who, to compleat his E- 
ducation, fent him to the Univerfity of ^* 
I herJeen^ where he arrived to fuch Perfed:!- 
on in thePhilofcphyihenin Vogue,thatfhe 
was the Envy of his Condifciplcs, aiid Ad- 
miration of the Matters. 

Having paft his Courfes in the College 
with great Applaufe, and being made Ma- 
tter of Arts, he apply'd himfelf to the Stu* 
dy of Theology j in which he uf d the Ad* 
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vice &DlrcAions of thefe:: Miracles ofLear* 
ning^Dodpr pories,&c Dr.BoroniThe laftof 
whom cpmmonly calVd him after a fami^ 
liar way, Afi Jacaie Sharp ^Sharf>^ fignifying 
the Opinion he had of his Coaception and 
Readinefs. Under thefe great Tutors in that 
facred Science^his Advances were e^fctraON 
dinary ; and there he fucked in a Set of 
fuch Orthodox and Catholick Principlcfi 
as were more agreeable to his after elevatjcd 
Chara&er, and the lad Scenes of his Lifc^ 
than adapted to thefe Tragical Times, ia 
which he was tp make his firft Figure aiid 
Entrance into the World. 

The Doctors of -^^^r^/<f^if-(of whom tha 
before namM Forles and Baron were two} 
eminently appearing againfl: theCovenaot; 
(that Fore- runner oFmany Woes^ inceoTed 
the Balaam of thofe times, to tliat Degree, 
that not only fhefe Reverend Perfons, but 
alfo their Friends and Familiars, and thofe 
fufpe<Sied to be pf their Principles, were ' 
preached down, whifper^d pfF, pointed at,. 
9nd mobbed, againft aU Laws, out ofthe^ 
Protcdpn oi Law, their Interefts and the 
natural Priviledges of Subjeifts. Young Mr* 
S'iJijr/; fioding theCloqds of Sedition,Schifm, 
Vildtion and Rebellion to break out vpoa 
Church and State, and being known to be 
ffp Fm vpurex oii thefe Tu\|^uVtuQu« ^ia^QAn»« 
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'"cfblved to retire for fomc fliort time to 
England^ hoping fuch violent Storms could 
lot be laftinp j with a Purpofe to return, 
ind do all the good Services to his Coun- 
Cry^that his Inclinations and Abilities fitted 
bim for, when the Tempeft was over. 
During his Stay in that Kingdom,hccon- 
Cradred an Acquaintance with fcveral Emi- 
nent andLearnM Divines,particulariy with 
thofe great Lights,Dr. Sanderfon^t. Ham^ 
ntoftd and Dr. Taylor ; rad vifited the fa- 
tuous Uni verfities of Oxford and Camhridgei 
And thp then was the Critical time, when 
Sci7//Jw^;», particularly young Men of that 
Nation, were fufpeded by the Church of 
Efifland^ yet he ftood fair fo|: confiderable 
Eccleflailical Benefices,and had the Honour 
Id be taken notice of, and in Favour with 
ieveral Perfons of Note, ,who ( as wc 
ipay reafonably fuppofe) would have pre* 
ifprr^d him. But then nolefs Confufions 
threatning England^ than what had really 
happened in Scotland^ made him unrefolv^ 
to fettle there. And being alfo fei?*d witlu 
a violent Ague, which was like to have 
provM dangerous , both by Advice and 
Jncliaation He returned to his Native Couo- 
try,after feme Years Abfcnce,tho with vaxr 
proved Parts, y t|: in a bad State of HcaJkli. 

jSfftf iVovideace aevet iaSLs xq x^^ <^^:», 
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of its own eminent Inftruments .- 
his Journey to Erlhhurgh^ he happc 
lodge at Haddington in the fame Inr 
Sir James Mcgi//ofCra»fto»^aherward 
count o^ OxeffforJyZ Perfon of a Nob 
Generous Temper, and who (in Tmi 
of his Worthy Anceftors) was rema 
for Learning, Loyalty, and, Services 
Publick. He, after a fhort Conver 
with Mr. Sharpy conceived fuch an O] 
of him, that he carried him along 
Houfe in the Country, where he recc 
his Health, and was treated with muc 
fpcdi, Friendfliip and Familiarity, of 
he always retained a grateful Seafc th 
the whole Courfe of his L|fc. 

During his Stay here, he'waskno 
feveral of the Nobility and Gentry, 
cularly to theEarl of Rothcs^who Patn 
him,not only ontheaccount of hisPar 
alfo on the Recomm'^ndations offomc 
tlemen of the Name of Le/lyy of his 
fliip's Family, and Mr. Sharps Rcla 
and partly by his Tntereft, but more f 
i)wn Merits,he was chofen one of th( 
fcffors of Philofophy in St. Leonard's 
lege in St. Andrews^ which was th 
Step of his Advancement. 

In this Capacity, he meafur'd his 
with great Frugality, allotting fuch ', 
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ms of it for the Inftruaion of hisScholar^i 
s wefe neceflary, and employing the reft 
or his own Improvement, without neglecSb- 
ng to converfe with the World. He kept 
very good Underftanding with the Ma- 
ters of the Univerfity.- Only there happen- 
ed a Scuffle betwixt Mr. Sinclair a Fellow- 
Icgcnt with himlelf in St. Leonard's Col- 
ege, which was like to have cofl: hint 
Icar. This Mr. Sinclair w^as a king-Lea- 
[er and Champion for the Covenant, and 
.fterwards Preacher at Ortmeflon. One 
3ay after Dinner at the common Table of 
he College, when the Students were re^ 
nov'd, a Debate arofe on the Subjed: of 
Dhurch-Government betwixt them .• la 
vhich Mr. Sharps venting and maintaining 
Hookers^ Haffs^ and Hammond's Principles 
vfth a Philofpphical Liberty, confounded 
md irritated his Antagonift to that Degree 
bat he exceeded the Bounds of common 
decency, and gave him flatly theLie;which 
klr. Sharp returned with a Box on the Ear. 
rhe Account of this was nois'd about, and 
or fome Time gave a very bad Impreffioa 
if him to feveral Church-men. Notwith- 
landing which, that Humour dwindled a-- 
i^ay by Degrees, and his Abilities raif d his 
deputation, and uiher'd him into the Fanal- 
iarity of maay great Men, particularly o^ 
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^ohn Earl o^CrawforJ^Lindfay^ who, tho 
touch in the wrong Fa(ftion of thefe Tinr 
yet inherited many of the excellent Vert 
of his Noble Race. 

By this Lord's means he<juitted the.F 
6F a Nfafter of Philofophy in the Colle 
and cmbrac'd the Office of a Preachei 
the Town of Carailizx\6 there in a fingt 
fhanner exeniiplified the Evangelical P 
cept, as to the Wifdom of the Serpent,ji 
innocence of the Dove. Here his Laboi 
wef6 moft acceptable, and gain'd on i 
Hearts of the People by Calmnefe, Con< 
fcenfion and Affability. He acquitted hii 
fclfto the Satisfadtion 6f the ffloft part 
his Fellow-Preachers, only Mr. filair^ a 
fome of the morofer fort^us'd to fay, tl 
Hi not helievt h'm SOUtiD, (a Word the 
andfince,ofa weighty Import) an J that 
[poke through a Bijhop. 

In that Remarkable Divifton of the Pre 
byterians into Puhlick Refoluiioners t 
Remohflrators^ hejoyrfdthe tormer, a^I 
ing the only Men of the whole, who ^i 
of the greateft Moderation,Religion,L6;^ 
tjr, 6c Sincerity. This untimely Breach < 
caftoned many Mifcarriages , ' intefti 
Broils,and Defeats at DuniarzndJVortefli 
ahd in the Ifluc provM the Overthrow 
Presbytery i NotvvaVv&tn!5[to|,x\tffe i 
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Times, when the Royal Family was under 
the Cloud, yet Mr. Sharp had the Honour 
arid Courage to correfpond with the King 
in his Exile, ind fpared no Pjiins to keep 
Life in the fainting Spirit of Loyalty in ma- 
ny of the Brethren, of which his Majefty 
was not unmindful ort the Reft oration. 
- This Rupture ftill incrcafmg, irtMveci 
not only the Church Men, bqt the whole 
Nation in Flames. Both Parties hop'd for 
Favour from Oliver Lord Prctedor , and 
appointed their Agents to repair to him. 
, The publick Refolutioners unanimoufly 
chofe Mr. Sharps whom they knew to be 
of a ftrongHead, cjuick \Vit,&bfa very c- 
qual Temper. The Remonjirators fent up' 
Mr. Guthrjfy Preacher at Stirling^ the very

Cromwel^ and was feldom heard to mentmit 
him, but he acknowledged his Perfonal Me- 
rit, and his own Obligation. 
. Mr. Sharp^% Character and ConduA in 
this Affair^ is reprefcnted to Mn Dowgla§ 
and Mr. Dickfon^ &c. from Mr. Calamy and 
Mr. AJhe^ in a Letter dated at London^ De- 
mif ^f r 1 6 5 7, and exprefs^d thus. " Our 
•• Reverend Brother Mr. Sharp hath with 
^^ much Prudence, Courage aod Laboriouf- 
^^ nefs unweariedly attended^ 9fid managed 
** the Truft committed to him;yea, (as we 
^* believe)he hath fecured your Caufe from 
^^ fundry Afperfions, which otherwife might 
^^ probably have reproached it, ztid he hath 
*^ gainM Refped in the Opinions of Tome

It appears to me,that from this time we 
may date the Rage of the Violent Party,

crown'd a Martyr. 

Having fucceeded in this important Af- 
ftir, he returned to Scotland to the Exercift 
of his Station, and always kept a good Un- 
derftanding with Mr. David DUkfoHj Mr. 
George Hutchejon^ and the moft eminent for 
Worth and Learning of the Gang : Butthefe 
he was moft inward with, were Mr. James 
Wcod^ a Learned, Honeft,and Open hearted!

His Reputation growing with his Worth, 
raised a general Efteem of him, and gave 
himAccefsto an Acquaintance with Gene- 
ral Mottk^ who looked upon him as a Man of 
Probity and R6aGh,and always after treated' 
him with fingular Familiarity, and employ-' 
td him accordingly.

• to feek after prefent Protedlion, but alfo 
for future Security. 

Some of the chief Presbyterian Brethren 
in Scotland made choife of Mr. Sharps and 
Comiffioned him to be their Agent in the 
Catift and Affairs of the Kirk with General 
Monk. After his Arrival at London^ he ad- 
drcfs'd his Excellency, and ' was graciotifly 
i*ece!ved,QS heing dear to him on many account fy 

. and his very good Friend ^ as the Gc^i- 
lieral exprefleth himfelf,in his Letter^datecJ 
at Drapers Hall London^i6th February 1660, 
direded to Mr. David Dick/on^ Mr. Roiert 
bbuglaf^ Mr. George Hutchefon^ and Mr. 
"lamesWoodi Which he thus concIudes,That 
they may refl affured^ that noneJhaU he more 
careful to preferve their Profeffion in Honour 
than he. 

But it wias not only to the General that 
he made Application, but to others alfo of 
the beft QjaUty^ who were Friends to the 
Intcreft in which he was then engaged; as 
appears by a Letter from the Earls oftCraw^ 
ford and LawderddlOy and the Lord SincUir^

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Brethren, dated xoth March ; in which thtif 

reorefent Mr Sharpy a faithful^ diligflM md 
pfeful Perfon. 

All things ripening for the wonderful Re- 
Aoration, General Monk fent Mr. Sharp o^ 
ver to /:/^i!Wxr^, about the beginning of^^ 
1660, to give an account to the King of 
his Excellency's Behaviour and Proceedings^ 
from the beginning in Scotland^ to the Pro- 
grefs he had made at the time of the Parlia- 
ment's owning his Majefty^s Title, ftTc. He 
having arrived at the Court of JSrak had 
feveral Conferences with the King, as is e- 
videntby his own Letter to Mr. R^htrt 
D^ufjas^ xoth May 1660 : And tho hif 
Commi^Tion at firfl; was but from a fmafl 
Number^ and to General Monk only, yet ho 
took the Advantage of the Time, and ad« 
drefs'd his Majefty in Name of the Body of 
the Minidry of the Church of 5r#/Am/, 
which had perfeverM in her Integrity and 
Loyalty in all Revolutions. This was feem- 
ingly very kindly accepted by his Majeftyi 
Who returning to Enfijandy Mr. Sharp came 
along and there left no Stone unturned id 
the fiiithful Difcharge of his Truft ; And by 
a conftant Correfpoodence with Mr. K0iirt 
DMglas^ gave him an account of all it« 
£reat Emergencies and Refolutions of the

April x^tb^ the Parliament wrote a moft 
duti^i Letter to the King ; and the Earl of 
Qlencairn Chancellor, and the Earl oF Re^ 
thes Prefident of the Privy Council were 
font up with it to give a full account ofihe 
ft*occcdings and State of Affairs in Scot- 
ianj. About which time Mr. Rolert Dou^ 
%ias & Mr. Sharp were called to Court: But 
the former excusM himfelf by Rea(bn of 
Age and prefentlndifpofition, and the lat- 
ter went in Company with thefc noble 
Lords. 

The King having by fingular A^s of 
Ooodrtefs rcftor'd Scotland to her Rights 
and LaM^s, conftilted only Scots Men on 
^cottijb A^irs ; and not only motioned^but 
y^fts pofitive, that as the Governnscnt of 
the State was Monarchy, fo that of the 
Church fliould be Prelacy. And in t Coua- 
cil^held at Whitehall nominated Mr. Sharp 
Af chbiihop of St. AgJrews. This was s%re-

^away and Dumilain. Two of whom, accor- 
ling to my heft Information,for Wantof Epi- 
x:opal Orders, were firft re-ordained Dea- 
^ns and Priefts, and then all the Four were

concird to the Mitre : For no lefs than 
others of them were preferred to Epifc< 
S^es^ vitz. Mr. Haliburton to Dunketdy 
M'kenzte to Murray^MrStrachan toBrec 
Mr. Paterfon to Rofs^ Mr. Fletcher to Jr^ 
and Mr. Wallace to the Ijles : So that 
of them were advanced to Prelatical Di 
ties : Tho by this I do not mean tha 
thefe had Presbyterian Ordination.' Al 
this Time alfo. the Sees of Edinburgh 
Aberdeen were filled with Dr. Wifehari, 
Mr. Mitchel, who had been Confellors 
Epifcopacy from the Year 1 63 8, and 
Forbes, the noble Earl of Teviots Chap 
at Dw;ii/>i:, was advanced Biihop ofCaitht 
and old Dr.Sy^ferf (who of all his O 
only lived to fee it reftored ) was tranfl;

Arch- biftiop 5i&^r/s Methods were < 
ftian and Prudent, and attended with 
great Succefs. He entertained his C 
with much Brotherly Love and Refped 
was a great Judge and Encourager of ] 
ning, Wifdom and Piety, and labour 
hayeaflthe Churches within hisjurifdi 
planted with fuch, particularly thefe i 
Shire of Fife; and brought that Counti 
fuch a Conformity, that from being Pi 
ierian and Covenanting Fife it became 
other wife affed:ed and principled, ai 
continues to this time : Which fhew2 
bleffing and lading Strength of good 
dud. 

The Hatred the Presbyterians bore t( 
Order of Biihops,made them even Enc 
to their Perfons : The more rigid and 
lent of the Gang,traduc'd and malign'c 
whole, particularly Arch-bifliop Sharpy 
the falfeft, mod: improbable, and bitte 
vedives and Lybels, that could be invc 
by refilcfs, maiicious,and calumniating 
rits. And nofmafl part of the Quarrel 
becaufe many of them^ they thought, 
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been Ofceiti their Caufe, but had feparated 

from them, aod were joyn'd to what they 
believed wast^bre confonant to the Primu 
tive Inditutibn of Ecclefiaftical Communi- 
on, ao^ Ends of Society. 

Some of the Fnriofos of the Party were 
incenfed to what is nexttoRageandMadnefs 
•gainft Arch biihop Sharp : Nay, there re- 
venge and Malice, brought them the length 
of Enthufiajm^ and Pretences of Prophecy, 
that his Death would be violent : Which 
putime in mind of an ingenious Reflexion of 
the witty Author of the Turkijh Spy^ who, 
(Vol.8, lih. 3. Let. loO writing of his bar- 
barous Murder, and the unparaQelM Rage 
of his bloody & Sacrilegious Enemies,adds, 
Tbdf it was eafy to prefage that he JhonU die 
a violent Deaths which they were refolved to 
txecHte themfelves. 

The Arch- biihop and his Brethren did 
liear theft Un-chridian Dealings, with a 
Fiatience which became their Holy Profeffi- 
on ^ and confidering their Caufe, and the 
Seditious Party who were their Enemies,thcy 
efteem^d their Afflidions light, and were 
no way difcouraged for doing that, which 
they were perfwaded was their Duty, ex- 
pedient, lawful and necefTary ; yet always 
keeping themfelves within the bounds of 
Moderation and Charity. For although no 
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At9:s could be belter contrive, than i 
were, which cftablillied Epifcopacy^anc 
Limitations on Presbyterian Preachers : 
thefc Laws were (b far from being exter 
or rigidly executed, that fcarce was i 
any Diocele, where Presbytery had an 
jkrable Share of the Affedions of the 
ple> in which there were not (bme of 
in theexercifc of theirMinifl:ry,by the i 
flivance and Favour of their refpedtiv 
fliops:And particularly in the Shire of 
Ithere were feverals of them allowed t 
joy their Office and Benefice, during 
U'bole Lives, without being molcfted b; 
Arch-bifhop. And even, when one oft 
who wis his 61 J Acquaintance, had :

I believe, it was much about this time 
hat Mr.Honyman^Arcb'de^n ofSt.AndreivSj 
lublifhecl the Seafonahle Cafe., &c. making 
;he Terms of Communion fo very eafy with 
Refpcdl: to Epifcopacy,thatMr.C^/^mXone 
Df the beft and greateft Presbyterians at 
the time) faid,when he read it : What would 
our Brethren in Scotland le at^ what would 
they have ? JVould to God we hadthefe Offers. 

But thofe who adher'd rigidly to the Co- 
^enaati as Affairs then ftood, were no lefs 
Enemies to the State than to the Church, 
and thought that the former's protecting 
the lattfer, diflblv'd their Allegiance and O- 
bedience to Authority : So that Adts of 
parliament were contra veen'd, illegal Meet, 
ings and Conventicles held and retorted to, 
the Covenant preach-d up and renew*d,bar- 
bafous Indignities offered to the Perfons of 
Miniftcrs and others, and the Government 
bafHed and infulted. Thefe growing Evils 
caffdfor a Cure,afld»llie Methods, in Order 
to it, were fo far from being efTedlual, that 
the difcontented Party became xfcsx^i^v 
9wfi violent and outraglous^. lot \iwa ^^^ 



invoke forth into open RebelliofT, took 
Arms in great Numbers, gave a Defiano 
the Government, renewed their Cover 
afrefh, and going on furioufly in their b 
Career, usM all Hoftilities and Crueltie 
gainft the Kind's good Subjects, as it 
been in a lawful War. But aCheck wasfpe 
ly given to their unaccountable Exravag 
cies ; for they were cncountred by 
King^s Forces,and routed at Pentland Hi 
in Anno 1 666. 

Tho, the Courfes then taken^all Circi 
fiances being confidered) were ruch,as no 
ciety orGovernmentcould avoid,that bad \ 
Regard to its own Security & Pre(ervatii 
Yetfuch was theMalice drUnreafonabler 
oftheParty,thataU the Meafures & Proc 
dings of theState('how neceffary foever)w 
branded with the hardeft Names,that a n 
led Zeal and violent Principles could vol 
up .* And the Biihops were loaded with ^ 
Reproach of all ; as if the Offices of Stt 
Council-board, and Supreme Courts of . 
ftice had been only filled with them: Of 
if they^ had their Inclinations ' fo difpo 
them, could have influenced fo many^ w 
and learned Judges. Tho we muft not c 
femble, that two great Men, who had i 
chief Management, did over-ad: in foi 
Tbiisgs><>a pvrppfq to brigg as Odium up 

t 
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:he Clergy, which gave great Sncourage^ 
nent to their Enemies. 

The Archbifliop of St. Andrew s;wzs mod: 
particularly aim^d at, tho his Share was na 
more than that of others of the Privy Coun- 
cil, and very frequently lefs, as appeared 
plainly from his Condud in many Ca« 
fks and byets ; as his Attendance at the 
Council only on neceffaryOccafionSy his de- 
clining to move Queftions to (everal Crimi- 
iiaIs,hisPatience under their open Reproaches 
mod Indecencies, and his abfenting himfelf 
in time of Torture, (Sc. But neither his 
j^nocence nor Chara^er could icreen him 
^m the inhumane Defigns of Sons of 
JMial^ who^hought, if they could once de. 
ftfoy bim, bis Order would alio fofiow« 
The firft Attempt to put this Helliih Projedt 
^in Execution was made luhoi July 1 66S 
bisfDg Saturday: For as became down in the 
|vening from his Brother's Lodgings, which. 
^tltt over againft the Black frier. Wynd, 
apd being placed in bis Coach, wasdiftri^ 
iwting Charity to the Poor, and btelTing^ 
them, and receiving their Returns, he witb

charg'd with three Balls, which broke ft 
hifhopofOrhey^s left Arm,a little above tl 
Wreft. Id the Confufion, occaAon^d by 1 
unexpeded an Event, the bloody Aflaffii 
made hisEfcape ; but being afterwards i\ 
prehcnded, he own'd the Fadl and itiaii 
tain*d fuch Principles as are deftrudlive i 
Society, and hateftrll to all fober men ; fi 
which in or about the Year 1676. he fo 
fered the Punifhment due to fuch execrab 
Crimes. 

To quiet the Minds, if poffible, of thei 
reftlefs People, the King by his Letter date 
at fVkitehaS, 7th oi June 1669^ granted a 
Indulgence,(upon eafy Conditions, as ev« 
were> which many of the beft and modi 
rate of the Presbyterian Preachers did ed 
brace,and were adualty planted iff Cbui 
ches. Tho this was a difpenfing with tb 
Laws that had fettled Epifcopacy,& weak 
ned its Conditution and Unity, yet i 
evidently fliews that the Government coui 
not be charged with any thing thatdeferv^i 
the Name of Severity or Pcrfecution; whid 
was the Senfelefs Cant and Language of ai 
incorrigible Party, who, notwithftandinj 
this Lenity, ftill purfued their rebellion 
Courfes, renounced their Allegiance &\ 
Nay, they were fo enrag'd againft the ft 
ber Part of themielve9^ wlio accepted th 

Royi 
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Hoyal Favour, that they Branded the In-' 
lulged Brethren with as ill names as they 
lid the Orthodox Clergy, calling them the 
riifg's Curates^ the Council's Curates^ &c. 

It may be reafonably enough fuppofed, 
hat the Indulgence was not very agreeable 
o the . Eftablifh'd Church, and that thefe 
States- men, who had^ Advis'd the King to 
{rant it, might (bme time or other be cali'd 
:o an Account for that and their other Pro* 
:ecdings. But the Duke of LauJerJale (then 
£ari, who had the greatefl: hand in it,>om- 
og down his Majeftie's High Coiiimillioner 
the Parliament,that fat down Anno 1 669, 
)verawed the Houfe, and Ac^ed after a 
ooft Arbitrary manner; and in November 
6thj caufed arl A^ be brought in, aflert. 
ig his Majefiie^ Supremacy oner all Qauf^ 
r and Perfons Ecclefiaflical ; which he got 
aft, but not without much Struggle, by 
lis Ad: the Intrinfick Power, and natural 
k)nftitution of a Chriftian Church was too 
early ftruck at, and left to the Mercy of 
le RegaL The Biihops therefore made all 
le Oppofition they could againft it, and 
irticularly Arch-Bilbop Sharps who Argu^ 
g zealoufly upon the Point, was interrupt 
d and anfwered by his Grace from the 
hrone, after his Klagifterial way of fpeak- 
g, Thai my Lor J . St. Andrews would not 
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attcw the Khgs Supremacy in the Terms oftkn 
k£l^ hecaufe he fuppos'dbe defifffd that f§r 
hifpfelf 

Various are the Accounts who gave firft 
Rife to this A6I: : But I find it agreed to by 
many, that it was contrived by Mr. Roiert 
Douglas^ and feveral of his Brethren, in Con- 
cert with fome of thevchief Miniftry, in or- 
der to Secure and Juftify the Indulgence^ 
and make it as good as Legal. Betides, fotas 
of the States- men had this in their View,, 
that their Anions in this and other Affairs 
would be lefs Cenfured, while two Parties 
were Contending; and that, by encouragii^ 
them to be jealous of, and bandying them a- 
gaind one another, they might ferve their 
own Turns of either or both. The it be d- 
mod demonftratively certain, that the prin- 
cipal Defign of this A6k was to do a Kiiidoefi ■. 
to the Presbyterian Party, and to Juftify dl^ 
the Tolerations or Favours thefe of tfaoc 
Faction could procure from bis Maje^ 
in their Behalf, and confequently, that ft 
was at firft devis'd by themfelves, yet fo 
unreafonable «re fome Men, that there is 
not one Topick of Slander and Reproacb, 
infifted fo much upon by thefe fame Meo,i- 
gainft the then Bifhops and Clergy, and 
their Succeflbrs, as this; namely, that by tint 
i4i5J they tariiely gave up all their Pri?Ucdge% 
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md Rlghts^Un- churched themfel ves, & what 

lot ? Tho they very well know, that the 
lilhops and Church Men could propofe no 
Advantage to themfelves by it^unlefsit were 
o have their Rivals and irreconcileable E- 
lemies encourag'd, and their Intereds pro- 
noted^ to the eminent danger, or ruine 
if their own, to which this did not a little 
lootribute. And therefore, tho there were 
10 Documents of it yet extant, nor living 
VitaefTes to inform us, yet we may ratio- 
illy infer, that the Regular Clergy, if they 
serein their right Wits, could not fail to 
ippofe it. And 10 they did, as much as^ they 
verc able, and as much as their Calumni- 
tors could have done, had they been in 
heir place : Who in their Turns have mote 
bdn once tnickl'd under the State,and been 
nade Tools to defigning Courtiers ; and 
lave as little to boaft ot their Ihtrinfick 
as other People. But it is a JefuitU 
Fetch) a Serpentine Wifdom, divefted of 
he Innocence of theDove^to duii the World 
vith Reproaching the Epifcopal Clergy, fbr 
uflfering that which they could not help, 
ind of which they themfelves were theprin- 
fipal Contrivers, and who only reap'd Be- 
icfit by it.

While thefb Confufions continu'd and 
ivere fomented in Scotland^ the Church and 
Parliament of England became mightily in- 
:ens'd againd the Duke of Lauderdale^ who 
Snding himfelf in danger, laid afide his or- 
dinary Haughtinefs, and low'd his Sails, and 
v[k Anno i6j^^ reconcil'd himfelf to ^Arch- 
bifhop Sharpy who was then at London:^ by 
whofe means not only Arch bifhop Burnet 
returned to his See^ but the Duke was re- 
admitted to the Favour of old Dr. Sheldon 
krchAj^Xho^ 6^ Canterbury^ he giving all the 
Sgps of a fmcere and humbled Penitent : Af« 
:cr which he never gave ground to befufpe- 
Stcd by the Clergy. 

Arch- bilhop Sharps having done all the 
Service he could for the Church, took leave 
>f the King and the Court : And this was 
he laft rime he had the honour to kifs his 
VTajefties Hands : And returning to Sc$i^

lis great Mercy,had thereby prepared him 
for what he was to meet with from the 
word: of Men. His Religious Behaviour 
vas fo much taken notice that Morning by 
the Pious and Learned Dr. Monro^ (who had 
:ome to wait on him ) that he laid he be- 
iev'd he was infpir'd. So on Saturday^ May 
3^, he entred his Coach with his Daughter 
Ifzhcl^ and went on in his Journey. AU the 
(RTay, he entertain'd her with many Religi* 
onspifcourfes, particularly of the Vanity 
of Life , the Certainty of Death and 
Ngement^ of the Neceffity of Faith^ 
Bfxxi Works and Repentance, and daily 
Growth in Grace. As he pafs'd by the Stru^ 
tbers^ he fent his Servant with an Excufe 
tothe Earl of Crawford^ that he could not 
vait upon him at that Occafion.

Sharp was not the Man they took him to be 
For, if while he was alitre, fome of them 
were brought to condign Punifhmen^ 
which in noSenfe was to be imputed to him, 
yet he being now Dead, they wanted their 
bcft Friend ( as to their Sufferings ) and 
the Government did not think fit to maU 
half of theCcremony, as to theirPunilhments, 
they did before, as is clear from the Rci- 
cords of the Judiciary, and other Au their- 
tick Regifters. ' 

Thus fell this great and good Man, by the 
impious Hands of nine Fanatick Rufliads; 
and in him the Church was deprived of ''i 
worthy Prelate; the King,of a faithful Gqao- 
kllor ; his Country, of an excellent Pati^dC; 
and all good Men of a fure Friend, and « 
rare Example of Vertue and Piety. 

But to give a more particular Charader 
of him. In Stature, he was of a middle fize, 
he liad broad Shoulders, a large Bread:, 
llrong Limbs and Arms, well furnifhed, bot 
no waycs difpos'd to Fatnefs: So that he 
had all theSigns of Strength and a vigorous 
Conftitution; and this was fo apparent, that, 
after his barbarous Murder, whea his Body 

vas 
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Wfts infpeded by Phyficians, they declared 
there was no unfound Symptom or natural 
Decay in his noble Parts. He had a comely 
Forehead, but his Eyes appeared tobe fome* 
wHat funk, yet full of Life. His Counte- 
nance was cheerful, yet grave; and he had 
aPrefence^which created aMixture of an a^ 
greeable Refpedt and Awe ; and was an Abfo- 
lute Mafter of the Art of Addrefs,with refpeca 
to the Quality and Condition of the Perfons 
he had to do with. 

For Sobriety, he was next to a Miracle; 
fo that his greateft Enemies, and Calumny 
it relf,cbuld never charge him with the leait 
breach of Temperance. 

Neither was his Charity Iefs,in all its ex- 
eeUent Branches : His common Speech of 
thofe^ who had always treated him with 
the greateft Spite and Malice^ and to whofe 
DUtragious and inhumane Fury, he at la ft fell 
a Sacrifice, was j Woe lam for thofe un appy 
Teople^ for they miju^ht live at Eafe^ and have 
the TroteSion of Laws^ and differ as much 
from tis^ as they will. But alas ! their crimes 
againfl the State arefucbj that no Set of He^ 
reticks^ much lefs Orthodox Chriflians^bave at^^ 
tempted in any Age of the Church : Their Pu- 
nifhments are the natural iffues ofTreafon^ and 
their Blood lies on their own Heads. God help 
the mijled People^ who follow fuch Teachers.

Reading oi 
Holy Scriptures and publick Prayers \ 
alwayes Performed before Dinner and I 
per, and by way of Preparative and C 
clufion he never failf d to bring into C 
verfation fome Excellent, UfefuU and 
greeable Remarks, either upon, or rela 
to the Subjedl. And when Supper was o 
and all Company remov'd, he Enterta 
his Lady and Children after a very Tal 
and Familiar way, upon fome Points of 2 
rality and Religion. 

He was very far from being an Enem] 
the Decent and excellent Liturgy of 
Church of England. But did not thin! 
feafonable^ that it ihould be Introduc'd^ 
fore AiSairs ihould arrive to a greater Ri 
liefs and Difpofitiq^i. 

In the mod tender Senfe, he was a t 
Etttier of the Churchy and her great S 
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Sort Uis great Wifdom^ back'd with greafi 

Refolution, made him dear to the Clcrgyj^ 

and dreadful, to their Enemies. 

He was a firm Friend, a great Encoura-.' 
ger of Learning and Learned Men, a fure 
Patron of Societies, particularly of the Ci- 
ty and Uriiverfity of St. Andrews. He was 
a Kind and Af^dionate Husband, and hap - 
py in a Vertuoiis Wife, a Tender and 
Indulgent Father, and Blefled with Dutiful 
and Obedient Children. His Wife was Mrs* 
Helen Moncrief^ Daughter to tViOiam Mon^ 
crief^ Laird of Randerfton^ Defcended of the 
Ancient Family of the Moncriefs. His Chil- 
dren by her, were one Son,a;nd two Daugh- 
ters, Viz.
